ou diſpitfully cal, mercenary Preachers, Prieſts, Houſe-

The very Paſtors and Teachers, that Chriſt hath ordai- 
ned, miniſtting in his Churches, according to their pla- 
ces aud callings: And thoſe giftswhich Chriſt had be- 
ſtowed vpon them al, the ordinary meanes of ſalvation. 
As ſor theis varitieot names, moſt of them ariſe, from 
that varitie of maintenance that is in our Churches, and 
not of their ſpirituall offices; So that in this manner to 
diſpute againſt our Churches, becauſe the Miniſters 
therof, haue ſuch & ſuch names, is: as though one ſhould 
diſpute againſt the Church of the Iewes in Chriſts time 
and haue denied communion with ie, asking; wherher 
Priefts, Levites, and Prophets, were not thoſe oſſcem 
which God had appointed to governe the Church of 
the Jewes with all⸗Or whether Scribes, Phariſies 7 | 
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ces,Captaines ofthe — 
— acs, Doctors of the Law, Centurions, Souldiers, 
highPrieſt Serotec neeethes ONe FER * 
EY (though 2 do ould haue

Whether the callings and entrance into the ecclc-- 
ſüacſticall offices — id, their adminiſtration and 
maintenance, now had and retained in England, bee 
the manner of calling, adminiſtration and mainte- 
nance, which Chriſt hath appointed, for the Offices

and plainly-, That the Calling, entraun- 
>, adminiſtration and maintenance, of 8

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(at theleaſt)thatare called into eccleſiaſticall offices, iz 
in very effect and ſubſtance the ſame, that Chriſt hath 
ap pointed. They are men inſtructed in the knowledge 
of good Letters, eſpecially in divinitie. They haue a giſt 
in {ome good meaſure, to devide the word of God, dc 
cording to the neceſſities of the people, over whom 
they are ſer. They haue a deſire, to do Chriſt and his 
Church ſervice in his Miniſtrie, and a purpoſe to gin 
themſelues over vnto that worke. They haue in ſome. 
good meaſure , (for none hath them in perfection) all 
thoſe gtaces and gifts that Paul to Timothie, requires 
to bee in Biſhops and Elders; They are ſo judged and 
eſteemed to bee of other Minifters, and well grounded 
Chriſtians, and of thoſe people which ſubmit vnto their 
Miniſtrie, who accepting of them and their Miniſtrie as 
ſent of God, deſiring and yealding themfelues to liue 
vnder them, as is fitting for Chriſtians: And they reſo 
ving to guide and governe them, as becometh ſpirituall 
leaders and guides; Such calling and entraunce as this, 
haue many of our Church- officers; more then this in 
ſubſtance and effect, is not appointed by Chriſt. Thaſe 
defects and errors which over and beſides, many time; 
they yeald vnto in their calling, entraunee and admini- 
ſtration, are not of that nature and qualitie, that they 
make anullitie thereof, or make it a fals, and Antichri- 
ſtian calling, entrance or adminiſtration, The mainte- 
nance they liue by, as it is no where in ſpeciall appoin- 
tedof Chriſt : ſo is it no where in generall, or ſpeci 
forbidden; In the yealding wher-of vnto the Miniſters, 
they fulfill the Teſtament of Chriſt , in giving of their 
tenzporall things, for ſpirituall, in giving hire tothe

Whetherthe Sacraments, being the ſealcs of righ- 
teouſnes which is by faith, may be adminiſtredynro 
. other, but to the faithfull and their feed: or in any 
other Miniſtrie, or mãner then is appointed by leſus 
Chriſt, the Apoſtle and high Prieſt of our profeſſion? 
And whether they be no otherwiſe adminiſtred, in 
our Cathedrall & Pariſhionall Churches in England. 

r. I graunt, that the Sacraments ought to bee admini- 
ſtred, onely to the faithfull in outward profeſſion, and 
their ſeed, and in no other Miniſtrie, or manner, then is 
appointed by Chriſt. boy To bow 90 
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2. lu m iny of our Churches (atthelcalt) theyaread- 
mia ſtred in no other manner, from and by no other Mi. 
niſtry, then Chriſt hath appointed: nor to no other per- 
ſons. 3. Every error and defect, in ſome part of the mat- 
ter, and torme, and miniſtrie, a riſing of ignorance, or in- 
firmity, maketh not the Churches fals Churches, except 
you hould, That no true perticuler Church can erre, 
which is a more groſſe opinion, then that of the Papiſts.

Whether the booke of Common Praier, with the 
feaſts, faſts, holy daies, ſtinted Praiers & liturgie pre- 
ſcribed therin, & vied in theis Aſſemblies, be the true 
worſhip of God, commaunded in his word: or the de- 
uile & invention of man, for Gods worſhip & ſervice, 
1, Though it ſhould bee graunted, that the booke of 
Common praier in all the parts and percels therof, is 
not the true worſhip of God, but containeth in it ſome 
deviſes and inventions of man ; yet, the true worſhip of 
God{not wichſtanding)is preſcribed in it. 
2, Somuchof it as is vſed in many of our Churches, 
is the true worſhip of God, and in effect commanded in 
his word. 1 0 
3- Thole deviſes and inventions of men, with the 
feaſts, faſts & holy daies therin preſctibed, though they 
ſhould be graunted, to be ſinnes and corruptions in our 
Churches, & ſuch as ought not to be conformed vnto: 
& ſuch as we ought rather to ſeperatefro our Churches 
then ether by ſubſcription „conformity, or any other 
meanes, to approueʒyet are they 15 of thax nature, * 
2 the 
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theſtmplevſe of any, or all of them , doth deſtroy the 
vety being oſthoſe Churches, which vſe them: making 

them fils Churches, and ſuch as wee may haue no ſpiri- 

tuall communion withall, no not in the beſt things. 


The ſeaventh Demande. 


Whether all people and Churches without excep- 
tion, be not bound in Religion onely, to receive and 
ſubmit vnto that Miniſtry, worſhip and order, which 
Chriſt as Lord and King, hath given and appointed 
to his Church? Or whether any may receiue & joine 
vnto another deviſed by man, for the ſervice of God? 
And conſequently, whether they that joine to the 
preſent eccleſiaſticall Miniſtery, worſhip and order 
of the Cathedrall, and Pariſhionall Aſſemblies, can 
bee aſſured by the word of God, that they joineto 
the former ordained by Chriſt, and not to the latter 

deviſed by man, even the man of ſinne, for the wor- 
ſhip and ſervice of God? hi 
1, I graunt that wee are bound in Religion, to do that 
' which is ſpecified in the firſt part of your queſtion, 
2. Tojoinewithour eccleaſiiaſticall Miniſtrie, wor- 
ſhip and orders (at leaſt in thoſe Aſſemblies, x hether IF 
Cathedrall or other, when and where all things are not 
performed, accoi ding to the rigour of our lawes) is not 
to joine with a Miniſtrie and worſhip , deviſed by that 
man of ſinne: but (though not in all the ſpecialties and 
formalities therof) with ſuch a Miniſtrie and worſhip, 
as required and inſtituted of God, 


3. They whichjoine to the preſent eccleſiaſticallMr- 
niſtrie 
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niſttie, worſhip and order of the Cathedral or Pariſhio- 
nall Aſſemblies in thoſe things which are performed 
therein, according to the true intent and meaning of 
our lawes, though ſome things bee done not warranta- 
ble by the word: yet they may bee aſſured by the word 
of God, that they joine to the ſubſtance of that Mini- 
ſtrie, worſnip and order, which Chriſt as Lord & King, 
hath given and appointed to his Church; At leaſt they 
may bee as well aſſured therof by Gods word, as any 
that joine with the preſent eccleſiaſticall Miniſtery, 
worſhip and order of the Aſſemblies of thoſe of 
the Seperation, can bee aſſured by the ſame 
word , that they joine to that forme, 


which is ordained by Chriſt.
